THE SICKENING SCENE shown on the right took place at 
a South London Jobcentre on January 4. An unemployed 
electrician, Simon Bridge, was signing on for unemployment 
benefit in Bexleyheath, when a woman armed with several 


knives suddenly ran amok through the building. 

Simon was left with a knife sticking right through the back of his 
head. He tried to pull it out as the knifewoman attacked other 
visitors to the Jobcentre, and staff. 

Predictably, not one newspaper or TV station would reveal the 
identity or race of the woman for days afterward. The knifewoman 
was, in fact, Pearline Ayrton, 27. It is believed that she went 
berserk after being told her Giro was not ready. She had been 
described as the ‘neighbour from hell' by those where she lived, 
after playing afro music all night, and is now in custody. 

Mr. Bridge was later treated, together with other injured people, . 
at the Queen Mary Hospital in Sidcup where the knife was - 
removed. 

Some days later, local people still had no idea who the attacker 
was, and asked staff at the BNP Bookshop which is not far away. 

When a knife wielding maniac attacked shoppers in Rackham's 
Birmingham department store in late 1994, and cut the throats of 
more than a dozen victims, it was two months before even the local 
press would say anything about the man arrested for the attacks. 

March 1995's BN described him as ‘the face they did not want 
you tosee'. David Cedric Morgan, whois black, has now been given 
ten life sentences for the knife attacks. 

BN says that it does not serve anyone's interests - black or white 
- to have a media which is reluctant to admit to the race of those 
arrested for appalling crimes.

USUAL SUSPECTS 


During January, a fire at an 
immigrant hostel in the 
German town of Lubeck made 
world news. At least ten 
people died in the fire. 

Within a few hours, the 
"usual supects' had been 
rounded up. 

Three youths - described as 
‘skinheads carrying far-right 
political material’ - had been 
arested nearby, and German 
President Herzog said thathis 
‘patience had run out’. 

Police said they could not 
confirm reports of masked 
men hurling petrol bombs at 
the hostel. 

Within 24 hours the arrested 


youths had been released 


without charge, and police 
admitted they had no idea 
whether the fire was arson, or 
simply an accident. 

Police then announced they 
had arrested a 21-year-old 
Lebanese man. This later 
news was given far less 
prominence by the media. 

Media coverage had foll- 
owed a well-trodden path to 
be seen all over the western 
world. Massive publicity for 
propaganda against the 'far- 
right’ - based on ‘evidence’ 
which speedily crumbled. 

In the United States, in 1991, 
desecration of a Jewish 
cemetery was traced to the

synagogues in Connecticut, 
during the 1980s., were found 
to be have been carried out by 
Barry Dov Schuss, a 17-year- 
old Jewish student. Schuss 
said he had done it "show the 
vulnerability of synagogues 
to anti-semitic violence." 

In East London, a year or 
two ago, 'BNP gangs’ were 
blamed for a series of attacks 
on Asian restaurants.

THE NUMBERS claiming ‘asylum’ 
in Britain rocketed to 43,000 last 
year, according to official Home 
Office figures. The figure was 11,000 
more than in 1994, and double the 
number for 1993. 

The Home Office admits that last 
year's figure does not even include a 
further 10,000 dependents who were 
admitted as well. 

More than 60% of those claiming 
asylum only did so after already being 
in Britain either illegally, or on visitor's 
visas. Half only claimed asylum after 
being arrested for criminal offences. 

Taxpayers are now footing a bill of 
£215 million a year in benefits pay- 
ments to people seeking asylum - de- 
spite the fact that only about 5% are 
found to have a case under interna- 
tional law. 

The backlog of cases under consid- 
eration is now 75,000, and the UK is 
regarded as the world's soft touch. A 


THE COMMANDER of Britain's 
defence forces during the Gulf War, 
Sir Peter de la Billiere, says that the 
country's defence forces were shown 
by the conflict to be woefully 
inadequate, and that he doubted the 
morality of putting British lives at 
risk at all. 

The sense of national triumph, which 
was cultivated at the end of the war, 
has turned out to hidea different story. 


` Britain's military performance was, in 


fact, either near irrelevant to the con- 
flict, or, at best, near disastrous. 

The four UK armoured divisions on 
the Rhine proved so badly maintained 
that the country could only muster one 
operational division to send to the 
Gulf- and that only after cannibalising 
the remaining tanks for spares.

38,000 
were given exceptional leave to re- 
main - effectively the right to settle. 

One-third of last year's asylum seek- 
ers came from Africa. There are be- 
lieved to be 400,000 illegal Nigerians 
in London alone! The asylum figures 
do not, of course, include illegal immi- 
grants, or the tens of thousands admit- 
ted as family of those already here. 
The total is certainly well over 100,000 
a year coming into Britain.

In the aftermath of the war, British 
military equipment has come to be 
regarded as the worst on the market.

The UK manufacturers had, before 
the war, welcomed the chance to sell 
their wares as ‘battle tested’. Politi- 
cians saw it as a chance to show Brit- 
ain to be a world power. Margaret 
Thatcher's adviser, Sir Charles Powell, 
said: "Britain had to be there as 
America's best friend." 

In arecent TV interview, which was 
not shown, General de la Billiere dis- 
agreed and doubted whether Britain 
should have fought at all. 

He said: "I felt we should not be 
losing a lot of British lives. We weren't 
defending our families or anything. I 
wasn't prepared to go home from a sort 
of second battle of Waterloo with 
monumental casualties." 


NO POSITION 


Admiral of the Fleet Lord Hill-Norton 
recently warned: "There isno question 
in my mind that, even with the support 
of Allies, Britain is in no position to 
defend its interests at home or abroad."

LEE JASPER, one of the main figures behind the demonstration in 
Brixton last December, which has been blamed for leading to the 
riot, is an official of a group which is to receive £214,000 in National 
Lottery money. 

Black activist Jasper is 'temporary co-ordinator’ of the 1990 Trust, 
which was set up by the National Black Caucus in 1990, and is to 
receive the cash. The NBC is the most radical black pressure group 
in Britain, and organised the Brixton demonstration after the death 
of aggravated burglar Wayne Douglas while 
in police custody. 

Jasper (pictured right) made the lastspeech 
at the demonstration, shortly before rioting 
started.

THOUSANDS of people have been found 
by Brazilian authorities living in slavery 
on ranches in Sao Paulo. 

Among the more than 4,000 slaves in the 
Sao Paulo area alone are hundreds of chil- 
dren, who are tied to trees to stop them 
escaping. Many have sores on their hands 
and infected cuts from spraying sulphuric 
acid into cuts in tree trunks to provoke the 
ie of resin to make chewing gum and 
glue. 

Organisations representing the landless 
blame the government. They say that land is 
in the hands of a powerful few, who can do 
as they like. 

One slave, Ana Maria de Almeida, has 
spent 14 years in servitude, mostly shack- 
led by rusty chains to pine trees in the 
plantations of southern Brazil. Together 
with her brothers, aged nine and ten , she 
works from dawn to dusk on the ‘Divine 
Ranch’ producing the thick brown resin 
-which is sold to the US and Europe. 

Her father is blind from contact with 
toxic materials. He was sold at nine to work 
as a slave. Five ranches were raided last 
month after complaints from human rights 
groups. The names of the landowners in- 
volved have been kept secret, however, and 
the slaves remain unfreed. 

A government representative, Silvio 
Pereia, said: "Local landowners have a lot 
of economic power, and it has been impos- 
sible to change the conditions of the people 
involved." | : 

Slavery was officially abolished by Bra- 

zil in 1888, but at least 10,000 slaves still » 
exist in the poor areas, which are run 
asfeudal fiefdoms by landowning families. 
Slaves have been found in coal mines, and 
sugar cane plantations. 
As recent issues of BN have reported, 
slavery is rife in Pakistan and also in 
Mauritania which has 100,000 slaves. 
Unsurprisingly, very little is heard in the 
controlled media about present day slavery 
by Asians and blacks - but plenty about 
slavery by white people - who abolished it 
nearly 200 years ago!

BNP VISITS UNIVERSITY 


COLLEGE, CORK 


ON JANUARY 11, BNP National 
Press Officer Michael Newland flew 
to Cork to speak at the city's Univer- 


_ sity College. The invitation to speak 


for the motion 'That nationalism is a 
valid political ideology’ came from 
the Law Society. 

In view of the atmosphere of terror 
created by Trotskyites at British uni- 
versities, nO One was more surprised 
than Mr. Newland when the meeting 
went ahead in good order and without 
any demonstrations. 

Well over ahundred people attended, 
and the chairman remarked that the 
meeting showed that getting TV cam-

The entire audience heard an ad- 
dress from the BNP which was very 
different to what they expected. 

Mr. Newland concentrated on the 
destruction of western society, which 
was inevitable as a result of an 
internationalised economy. The com- 
ing political battles would be about 
how to take power back to the nation 
State, he said. 

So many people attending had com- 
ments to make which addressed things 
they thought would be said - rather 
than what was actually said - that sev- 
eral people voiced complaints at the 
unfairness.

understood matters, which should be 
discussed. 

Another person said that Ireland was 
a white country, therefore 'racist', and 
black immigrants should be brought 
in.

When a vote was taken the ayes and 
noes were difficult to tell apart in vol- 
ume, and a hand vote was called for. 
About a third supported the motion in 
favour of nationalism. 

Several people came up tothe BNP's 
spokesman after the meeting, shook 
hands, and said that his speech was 
very good. 

Mr. Newland said later that his visit 
showed Ireland to be more civilised 
than the UK - at least from this visit!

A SPECIAL CONFERENCE of 
top party officials was held early in 
January, at which detailed plans 
were formed for the BNP's 50 seat 
general election campaign.
